chat it might be drawneinto forme 
for the Printers preſſe, I was partly

cation, with other Sodomiticall ſinnes of vnclean- 
neſſe de pollutions, do fo outragionfly raign, and are 
in theſe dayes ſo much vſed in many places, witli 
ouer-· much bouldneſſe and preſumption, for lack of 
ſharpe & due puniſhment for the ſame : and that

Wherſore( good 
Reader) accept thereof, as ot a ſimple admonitio:that 
this noble Realme, herein we liue, may not be ſo 
polluted and defiled, as it is: but that more prayer, 
faſting, and reſtraint of fleſhly luſtes and deſires with 
more diligent reading and hearing of the ſcriptures, 
may be vſed: whereby thoſe haynous ſinnes, may 
the better be bridled and auoided in euetie one of 
vs. And eſpecially, that the ſame breake not out, in- 
to ſo great outrage, as it doeth, and hath done of late 
yeares: whereby god is fo highly diſhonoured, that 
by the groſſe iniquitie of the people, he is prouoked 
to ſend ſuch monſters, for part of puniſhment vpon 
vs, into the world, that may make vs aſhamed of our 
ſelues, and the readyer to hate & deteſt ſinne, and by 
all due meanes, to ſeeke ſeuere puniſhment tor the 
ſame(withour partiality)on ſuch perſõs, as therin fro 
time to time ſhal offend. For which purpoſe, all ma- 
giſtrates, who haue authoritie to puniſh the ſame, 
ought to be careful, that too many offences of that 
Kind be not redeemed by commutations: leaſt it 
come to paſſe that there ſhould be much more 
money payd to buy out ſinne, then perſons puniſhed 
for ſinne: whereby it might be doubred,whither we 
may ſay, as maſter Latymer ſaid once in a ſermon, 
that ſin is good marchidiſe, in many Courts & Cõ- 
ſiſtorics. Which, if it ſhould be ſo, the Lord in — 
goo 
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good time redreſſe it, in them that vſe it. For by this 
meanes, as god is diſhonoured, fo, the Queenes 
maieſtie and her gouernement, the preachers of the 
Goſpell and their teaching, are ſlaundered and euill 
ſpoken of, by Papiſts, Browniſts, and others, both 
abroade and at home. Who, not rightly conſidering 
that the multitude of the people breedeth ſinne, and 
that towards the latter dayes, iniquitie ſhall increaſe, 
do ſlaunderouſſy ſpeake of vs, contrarie to the truth, 
Now, here followeth a deſcription of all things, 
wheteby thou mayſt be fully ſatisfied, how, when, and 
where, this ſtrange thing was done: with cuery other 
circumſtance thereto belonging. Laſtly , here is an 
earneſt admonition to withdrawe people from the 
ſinnes of Whoredome & vncleãneſſe: ſuch as I hope 
ſhall doe much good, & preuaile with ſome, amõgſt 
many, that liue wickedly in theſe dayes.

T pleaſeth God (who is wonderfull in 
alhis wozks) to woke wonders, when 
men liue ſo wonderkully euill, as they 
doe in this age and time. And although 
Sod doth not in ſuch ſeueritie deſtroy 
[4 þ dis people, nowe in the time of mercie 
—— frac, di vnder the lawe, 
and befoze(as Gen.. and the 19+ Exod.16.the17.and 32. 
Numb.11.andthe 16. 1. Cor. 0. & c) yet is he no leſſe an⸗ 
gry with ũnne, noz no leſſe powerfull to puniſh ſinne, then 
in times paſt he hath becne : as it appeareth by the ſundzy 
tudgements that hee ſends, to ſhew the ſame among men: 
as, plague,peCſtilence, warre, famine, ſcarcity,vearth,new 
Iickneſſes and diſeaſes, Comets, blazing ſtartes , fla 
lightes, ſhooting and ſtreamings inthe apre, monſters 
man and beaſt oc Thereof, this that wer are now to de · 
ſcribe, is not the leaſt whereat men may greatly be afto- 
niſhed, and afratve to ſinne ʒit they had any feare ofGod in 


the. Foz itis ſo ſtrange a thing, as that neither mans arte 
tan ſet out, no2 yet the tongue, oz penne of man cellof, 


as it ought to be ſhewed and ſet out, But as ntaxe as we

T Bere was a younx maiden, a peomans daughter of He. 
reford (hire (whoſe names fo2 ſame cauſes wee con- 
teale) who had conuenient offers of mariages , fit faz her 
eſtate: and within zheſe two yeares laſtpaſt, among all the 
reſt, one young man loued her mot enttrely:who ,though 
hee were none of the bzaneſtno2 tollieſt, yet a man of come 
petent wealth, and of good name and fame in the place 
where he dwelt. This young man and maden, intime, 
doued one another ſo wel o their kriends of either ſide, as it 
ſhould ſeeme ſo liked thereof) p they were contracted toge⸗ 
ther, e opcnly aſked thꝛee times in the Church( oꝛ p banes 
of matrymony bet ween them publiſhed in che congregati ; 
on) actoꝛ ding to the lawe, in that caſe, ponided:and all the 
people of thoſe parts thought fo2 trueth, that a full match 
in martage , ſhould ſhoztly after haue beene ſolemnizes 
betweene them. ; 

But Sathan , the enemie of all goodnes, by his 
inſtigations and inſtruments, wzought ſo inthe minde of 
thematden; that ſhoꝛtly after this, ſhe fell to millike with 
the man, to ſhunne his honoſt company, and in the ende 
wholly to bzeake off from this match: whereof, any maid 
indewed with modeſty, would haue beene greatly aſhamed, 
and vawilling vaco :eſpccially when there was no ia 
cauſe ginen $er-on-the-mans part; as right well if was 

zoued there was not. 

But ſuch is the lightneCe and inconſtancy of a great 
number ok this ſexe, that true meaning men can not tell 
where tofinde them. They are many times in extreames: 
.fo2,cither thep will not at all bee ruled by their _ 

a 
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and friends, in mariage: but meete by ſtealth, & run away 
in a night, w him, whom ſo vnaduiſedly they lone : 02 elſe, 
when with their parents and friends conſent, they haue 
aſſuredthemſelues, and entangled the mindes ok pounge 
men; pet vpon ſome ſiniſter cauſe they will flit and fall 
off againe;yea, and ſometimes get a great bellie by ſome 
ſuch.match, and ſo bꝛeake off, with all the ſhame that may 
be. In this point, J conkeſſe, manp young men (thozough 
the heate and ſtrength of luſt and concupiſence)haue moſt Note yee 
| ſhamefully abuſed, both widdowes and maydens, to to Yung me 
| many. But the puniſhment of God doth euer follow ſuch, | 
| and at one time oz other ſo ouertake them, as that they 
ſhall be dziuen to confelle chat there is a juſt God in hea- 
uen, which puniſheth that which men doeneglecttopus 
nich in earth. 
But to returne to this monſtrous matter, wee haue in 
hand: when this flipper ie Eele had made a ſhift to winde 
away from this man, in this laſt yeare 1599. ſhe dwelling 
as a ſeruant, in the houſe of one of her Uncles by the Mo⸗ 
thers ſide( at a plate called Mathenne in Worceſter ſhire) 
this hir Uncle had thzce ſonnes at mans eſtate, which 
were couſen germanes to this mayde. 
Nov in tract of time it fell out ſo.t hat one of theſe pong 
men, her couſens, and ſhe fell a luſting:foʒ, good loue A cã⸗ 
not well call it; partly becauſe hee was hit ſo neere kinſ- 
man: and partly fo2 that ſhe had pꝛomiſed her ſelfe befoze, 
qnother man: and eſpectally becauſe their luſt was lo 
ot, that ſoone after the ſame began to be kindled, it was 
ſoſet on flre, and the diuell had ſo blinded the eies of theſe 
two, v they lay togither, ⁊ ſhee was gotten with child by 
dim: and Sod in ius indgment (to ſhew his diſpealure a- 
gainſt mockerie with his holy inſtitution of mariage, and 
bis hatred ok the ſinnes ol whozedom, adulterie, foznica- 
tion, inceſte, and all other 1 this *. 
é 18 
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this ſconefull & vnconſtant wench, the mother of a mon⸗ 
ſer, and not ok an oꝛderly birth .Foz when the time of her 
deliuerance was come, and that ſhe had gon out her full . 
moneths (as all women doe, that bzing not fozth vntime- 
Ip birthes) ſhee was dcliueredofa child, ſuch as it was; 
and p in a houſe of her ſaydUncles, at Colwall afoze-na- 
med, the 6. dap of Ianuarie laſt paſt, in Anno, 1599. And 
now fo2 the further certifying of thee chꝛiſtian reader, of 
the miſſhapened fozme ofthis monſtrous birth, and many 
particularici2s in ſundzieſeuerall limbes, members, and 
partes ot᷑ the bodie ok it, with other (range circumſtan · 
ces appertaining thereunto, reade this matter following: 
which thou ſhalt finde truelie ſet downe woꝛd foz wozd, as 
the lame was ſeene and taken in wiiting;at the appoint- 
ment of a Gentleman of good crevit and wozſhip, in the 
p2eſence of diuers honeſt and credible perſons,both men 
and women. 

There was a poung woman a peomans daughter, who 
was offered honeſt pꝛeferment in marriage, about two 
peares paſt, with a young man of competent wealth and 
god credit: with whom ſhe pꝛoceeded lo karre that pbanes 
of holie matrimonie were three ſeuerall dayes, ozderly 
accoꝛding to pEccleſialticall lawes, pꝛoclaimed between 
them. And then ſhe being pollelſed with ſome ſiniſter con- 
teit, bꝛake off with him, withont any inffoccaſid giuen on 
his parte. Akter ward, this laſt yeare, ſhe dwelling as a 
mapde-ſerttant in houſe with an vncle of hers, viz, her 
mothers bꝛot her, at Mathenne, in p Countie & Dioceſſe 
of Worcelter : who then alſo hauing in his houſe three 
Sonnes of mans eſtate, ſhe was begotten with childe by 
one of them: and it is credibly repozted, that two of 
them lined incontinently with her, being her coſen ger⸗ 
manes. And the competent time of her childebirch kppꝛo⸗ 
ching. vpon the ſaid ſixt day of Ianuarie, 15 99. dy 
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deliuered of childe, in a houſe ok her ſaide vncles in Col- 
wall, in the ſaid Countie and Dioceſſe of Hereford ,about 
the ſun letting of the ſame day: which cytly was thus dil⸗ 
figured. 

1 The head ok it was longer then the heades of other 
childꝛen oꝛdinarilp are, hauing neither haire on the head, 
no; on the ete-bzowes. 

2 Both the ejes were ſtanding kar out of the head, being 
vnequall the one to the other: the right eye verie (mall, 
like a blacke ſloe,ſticked halfe out, in the flatface(hauing 
neither eyelid no} epepit) as it were a bullet Aickingin a 
plaine wall. But the left eye was verie big E eminent, oz 
ſticking out as the other yet hauing eye · lidds, which were 
diſtracted and dꝛawne farre aſunder, the vpper eye · lid vp · 
war ds, and the lower eye - lidde downe wardg, the inſides 
appeering out ward. 

3 The noſe was depꝛeſſed flat to the fate, without anp 
noſthzills at all; hauing at the lower end therof, arounde 
button of fleſhie ſubſtance about the bignes of a nut: on 
eyther ſide whereof,ſomwhat higher then the noſe, the vp- 
per lippe was ſlitte oꝛhare · ſhone:from which twoo ſlitts, 
th2oughout rhe palat oz roufe of the mouth, there paſſed 2. 
hollowe trenches, each one almoft t wo fingers deepe,euen 
to the gullet oz entraunce of y thzoate:whichſeemed to be 
the paſlage ot the noſthzils: and throughout the lower part 
— the 3 epther ſide ofthe tongue, was a like deepe 

ench. 

4 The mouth was much ſmaller, then ozdinartly o⸗ 
ther childzens mouthes are, ther in appearing no gummes 
no2 tatobones at all, no any lippes could be diſcerned. 

5 The kate much wzinkled and riueled, moze then 
any other childzens faces vſeto bee, and very grimme to 
behoulde. 

. 6 Thehandeshadno thumbes at all, noz any out- 
B 2 ward 
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ward partition of fingers; pet it had fingers couered all 
ouer with one only ſkinne, as with a mitten: the fingers 
bad iopnts as it did appeare, by that it often clitched them 
together. 

7 The finger of the left hand only which in latine is 
talled digitus annularis , and in engliſh he ing finger) 
had a naile, and that finger towards the end was ſepara⸗ 
ted krom the others. 

8 There appeared inthis childe no euident ſig ne of the 
ſexe, either of man oꝛ woman, hauing the perfect mem - 
bers ol neither: but vrine iſſued out at aſmal hole in ppꝛo⸗ 
per place: of notes foꝛ difference, reſembling ſome token 
moe pꝛoper to male, then female. 

9 The knees ſtoode vp cloſe to the belly. and the legs 
were fixed to the buttockes pcalfe of the left legge grows 
ing tothe buttocke,andthigh vnto the ſmall of the legge: 
but the right legge ,quite downe to the heele, within two 
fingers bzeadth, 

10 The tight foote, almoſt from the midſt therof, bow- 
ed oz turned towardes the left; and with a fringe of fleſh 
was faſt ioyned to the ſame, at the endes of the great 
toes: which toes withall the reſt ol the toes were couered 
oucr with one entier (kinne, as the fingers were. 

11 The bodie, fo} length and bigneſle, exceeded the 0z- 


dinarie ſtature of other childzen,CUhen this woman was 


firſt deliuered of this monſtrous burden, the Pidwiues 
(being thꝛee in number then p2eſent)thinking it had no 
life, laid it by on afewe Bents:where it lap without anp 
couering, halte an honre; and then it cryed, and not be- 
foze. And they hearing it cry, tooke it vp and put clothes 
about it, vſing it as a childe ought to be vſed :#, thinking 
that it would not liue to be bzought to the Church 
to bee bapttzed, they ſent foz the Miniſter and Paſtour 


of Colwall (within whoſe charge it was bone) to ons 
cn 
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ſten if:who being a zealous man, and a learned Pꝛeacher, 
repaired thither with all ſpeede: and finding by his owne 
inſpection, and due eramination et the perſons pzeſent et 
the biꝛth of the laide childe, that it was thus ſfraungely 
foꝛmed and figured , and being accompanied with compe- 
tent wi neſles, he baptized the ſaid child;naming it What 
god will, And after it was beptized , it liued to dates 
and two nights, and ma2e; and the third dap it departed 
this life. And during the time it liued, it recetued ſuſte- 
nance, and had euacuat ion of naturall ſuper fluities, both 
by vrine g ſiege: but in all that time it was not perceiued 
to ſleepe: and in trueth it could not bee diſcerned to cloſe 
the eyes, becauſe it had no epellddes to couer them. 

Thus haue yon heard the wonderfull defo2mities of 
this monſter, delcribed vnto you in all parts, and accoz- 
ding to the verie truth, as it was. 

It reſteth now, that we make vſe ofif,andheare what 
is ſaid in the laſt part of this booke: which containeth in

And ſathan will wozke vpon 
vs, if we haue but anyone of theſe .: foz true it is, that 
where God giueth not p gilts of cotinencie,oz pzenenceth 
by his grace,euery young man afterſirteen 0) leauenteen | 
peares oulde , andeuery mayden of fourteene oz fifteene 
(ſay what they will to the contrarie) hath motion to luſt 
and fley delights :andthe diuell ,if ic be poſlible, will 
blowe with the bellowſe of concupilcence in vs, til pheate | 
ok nature hath ſet both body and ſoule on fire. J will not 
meddle with naturall Philo ſophy in this poyne, noz ſhew 
vou by Ariſtotles rule, hom you ſhould know this to be 
true; bet auſe they that will giue glorie vnto God, any 
confeſle the truth, doe know and finde this true in them 
ſelues, that J ſay: vnleſſe, as is afoze ſhewed, God by his 
pꝛeuenting grace, oʒ with his bleſſed gifce of continency 
doe goe befoze them. 

5 A fift reaſon of all this out-rage in the fleſh, is, 

this: that whereas by oziginall ſinne wee are ſubiect to

ber vſe ,without all remozſe of conſcience and the feare of 
God,

andſacred ſcriptures, Faſting, Pꝛaier, Podeſty in ap- 
parell, Kookes, Seſture, and Countenance c. But to the 
contrary, a number haunt whoze-houſes, Theatres, and 
Play-houfes æc. And a number (A amaſhamed to vtter it) 
are euer talking of lewde howſes, and ſuch filthy places; 
which thꝛough their naughty pꝛactiſes they haue founde 
out and doe knowe: ſo that, as it ſhould ſe- me, the Stues 
banks was neuer ſo common, as many Allies, Gardens, 
e ſuch out · places be. Map, vou ſhall heare one pong Gal- 
lant ſay to another; come, and J will hing thee, where 
thou ſhalt haue a wench of this and that pzice, #c.

here foze, to quench thy fierce and kurious heate of hott 
and cozrupt nature, let them ſet befoze them the heate E 
ſcozching of the euer burning fire ok hell; a try but wone 
foote oꝛ finger in our o2dinarie fire , how they canendurs 
the vnquenchable fire ofhell.Then let thembut come, and 
bchould one ot theſe wanton dames,when ſhe is layed and 
lyeth rotting ofthe French diſeaſe(02 Pore as pee tearme 
it when ont peece is ready to fall from another, and her 
guts ready to fall out of her belly: when, at the beſt, ſher is 
flabbering of her ſelfe with her dyct dzinkes, her Spaniſh 

aints, her het houſe bathes ec. oꝛ if that be tos tos loath- 

ome pet let them come to them when they are but ſickly, 
and doe looke as yellowe as Rites legs, when the (mall 
pore is on them, 92 when they liegroaning# crying out 
of inwaid aches and paines. And let wicked women 
of all ſozts in this pꝛofeſſion doe the like to their gallants 
and bꝛaue laddes,that haue ſpent themſelues, and all that 
euer they had, on them: e theſe will at the leaſt ſomewhat 
abate the luſtes and deſires of the fleſh: if not kill it altos 
gither in them. And let them adde hereunto, koz bꝛeuitie 
lake, but that one little bocke intituled, A ChriltianReſos 
lution: foꝭ, that perhaps (it Gods grace be graunted them) 
will dꝛawe them home to a better life. 

Thus briefely J haue ſhewed my pooze opinion, what 
map be a remedy in part, fo2 this ſinne in a great number, 
that the diuell may not pꝛeuaile with ſomany as he doth 
in all plates: in ſo much, it is counted no ſinne, oz but a 
ſmall ſinne,ſone wiped away. Map, would to god p ſome 
were not growne to ſuch a height of ſinne eueryx way, as 
that hauing uo other wax to _ t off, would faine beare 
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men in hand, that there is no Gov ; ſuch is the ſinfull 
wickedneſle ofthis age and time: God, fox his mercies 
ſake,gine vs all grace to amend, But mp maſters, you of 
the Macheuillian and Atheſt pzofeſſion, be pot well aſe 
ſured, that ił pou will not beleeue there is a God, that doth 
hate ſinne and te ward vertut, von ſhall one day finve that, 
aud keele that there is a diuell to plague you + tozment 
pou fo ſta:therfoze looke to it in time, ⁊ ſpend not your 
golden times away in ſuch ſin z dotage as you do. Thus 
hoping p a woꝛd is pnough to the wiſe, Y end. Aud, though 
perhaps this pamphlet may want wiſe handling, com⸗ 
ming vnder my hand; J would willingly haue ſhewed af 
large, what are the particular ſinnes of vncleanneſle, how 
they are defined, and the y2oofes of ſcripture of it: But 
by reaſon of ſome eſpeciall buſineſſe that to me appertay» 
neth in my place, and foz ſomeother reſpects, J am foz- 
cedhece to conclude; wiſhing, that one o2 two of thele 
bookes (as they are) might be giuen into p hands of the 
wicked Father and Pother of this monltcr ; to terrifis 


them withall, till they doe truelp repent; and then I wilh- 


vnto them all the mercies ol god and his Church, with 
ather Chiiſtians, accozding to Saint Paules rule, 2. Cor. 
7.Dtherwiſe,let thoſe,# all other like perſons,feare the 
ſayings of theſe few places, 1.

that the enimiesof the Goſpell, noz the great eni⸗ 
mpof all mankind pꝛeuaple not againſt 
vs, oꝛ our chilozen after vs, as we haue 
deſerued.
